For several months, the AAG, Civil Rights Division, 
Department of Justice, has been conducting an inquiry at the 
instruction of the Attorney General into FBI investigative 
matters which involved surreptitious entries. The Civil 
Rights Division has advised that the purpose of the inquiry is 
to determine if any of the entries conducted under authority 
of the FBI constitute a violation of Title 18, U.S. Code, 
Sections 241 and 242. Section 241 concerns conspiracy against 
the rights ‘ of citizens and carries criminal penalties of a fine 
of not more than $10,000 or imprisonment of not more than 10 
years, or both. If death results, the penalty is imprisonment 
for any term of years or for life. Section 242 concerns 
deprivation of rights under color of law and carries criminal 
penalties of a fine of not more than $1,000 or imprisonment 
of not more than 1 year, or both. If death results, 
imprisonment for any term of years or life.

You requested that I inquire of all present Bureau 
personnel at the level of Special Agent in Charge (SAC) or higher in 
the field and Section Chief or higher at FBI Headquarters concerning 
"their complete aud thorough knowledge of any and all break-ins or 
surreptitious entries performed by Bureau Agents or by others with 
prior or subsequent knowledge by your Agents since January 1, 1333. *' 
You also requested that these Bureau officials respond to this inquiry 
with personal communications rather than by letterhead memoranda. 

Before initiating this inquiry, 1 would appreciate having 
your advice on exactly what information should be provided to eacn 
Bureau official contacted concerning the purpobe of the Department's 
investigation ana the possible consequences arising from the responses 
of these officials to this inquiry. 


In year memorandum dated January 20, 1978, you 
stated that the inquiry was made in order to fully respond to the 
Attorney General regarding the scope of the Bureau’s use of break-ins 
or surreptitious entries. Your memorandum dated August 13, 1375, 
indicates that the Department was conducting inquiry to determine 
whether any of the surreptitious entries conducted under the authority 
of the FBI constitute violations of Title 18, United States Code, 

Sections 241 and 242. If the Department is currently contemplating 
possible criminal prosecution of FBI personnel Involved in surreptitious 
entries, I believe, in the interest of fairness, we should advise our 


officials that this is the purpose of the Department's current inquiry.

A recent court order in the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) civil action against the Attorney General, et al., 
asked that the FBI produce materials relating to intelligence 
gathering burglaries directed against the SWP. Subsequent 
to that order, an all-office communication instructed that any 
materials of this nature be brought to the attention of FBI HQ . 
The ensuing search of field office records resulted in the 
discovery in a small number of offices of documents relating 
to surreptitious entry activity of those offices. These 
documents, relating not only to entries against the SWP, were, 
in one office, in the form of unserialized, chronologically 
ordered "SAC Folders." Much of the activity noted therein 
occurred prior to January 1, 1966; however, there were 
materials concerning entries conducted subsequent to that date 
and therefore falling within the period of inquiry established 
by the Civil Rights Division.

On 4/20/76, Mr* William L. Gardner, the Civil 
Rights Division’s Attorney handling the Department’s 
inquiry into investigative matters where surreptitious 
entries were made, requested he be furnished a copy of 
R. W. Smith to Mr. W. C. Sullivan memorandum of 7/12/66 
captioned ’’Microphones-Policy Brief.” 



The Smith memorandum is a lengthy, in-depth 
study and history of the Bureau's policies in the use of 
microphone surveillances. It examines the question of 
trespass, cites significant court decisions, shows 
guidance furnished by the Department, and outlines our 
interpretation . and application of those guidelines. In 
addition, the memorandum details our considerations with 
respect to use of microphones in organized crime and 
criminal intelligence investigations and, in considerable 
detail, sets forth data showing the knowledge Attorney 
General Robert F. Kennedy had of our use of microphones 
in organized crime investigations. 


Mr. Gardner reviewed the Smith memorandum on 
4/20/76. This review was authorized by memorandum F.J. Cassidy 
to Mr. T.W. Leavitt, ’’Surreptitious Entries,” 4/5/76. 
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
